Wide Variance as to 
Science of Psychology 


Psychology is sometimes defined as 
the science of the mind and some- 
times as the science of behavior. 
These two definitions mark a funda- 
mental divergence of opinion. The 
older scientific psychology concerns 
itself with the study of the mind as 
the sum total of immediate experi- 
ence.. More recent psychological 
trends have been ‘toward behavior- 
ism, which studies not the immediate 
experience of the animal or human 
being, but its behavior. The greater 
body of scientific results have been 
obtained under the former point of 
view. The behayioristic attitude came 
much later and was first applied to 
animals. Afterwards in mental tests 
for the diagnosis of mental disease 
this attitude was extended to the 
study of human beings. Behavior 
psychology is widely discussed at 
the present time, having achieved an 
avowed following as far back as 1910. 
Mental testa and psychological meth- 
ods of investigation have been ap- 
plied in various fields of practical 
work; notably in industry, in law, in 
social service. in medicine, and in 
education. It is a subjective science, 
dealing with the whole of experience, 
and its, relation to human behavior,

TREE BELT NOT 
A NEW PROJECT 


Other Lands Have Attempted 
to Modify Climate. 


President Roosevelt’s plan for the 
establishment of a vast shelter belt 


far the largest reforestation project 
of its kind ever undertaken in this 
country, is not the first attempt ever 
made tue modify climatic and agrt- 
cultural’ conditions by tree planting, 
according to the forest service, Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 

One of the most famous large 
scale tree-planting projects was be- 
gun more than 60 years ago on the 
steppes of southern Russia, where 
conditions are in many ways similar 
to those of the prairie regions of 
this country. Protection forest strips 
were planted over thousands of acres 
as a defense against the “black dust 
storms” caused by the heavy winds 
which raged over the plain=, Studies 
show that the forest belts reduce 
the average wind velocity between 
the strips by 35 per cent during sum- 
mer and about 20 per cent during 
the winter. Evaporation of mols- 
ture between the strips, as contrast. 
ed with open prairie. areas, is re- 
duced by 30 per cent, and yields of 
grain in a typical dry year were 
more than a quarter ton per acre 
greater than in the open prairie. 

The Landes region of France is 
another striking example of the 
conquest of man over the inimical 
forces of nature. Forest planting 
here has reclaimed thousands of 
acres of waste lands and hag vastly 
improved living conditions, Large 
scale forest plantings have also 
been carried on in more recent years 
in Italy and Hungary for the reela- 
mation ot. waste lands and the pre- 
vention of erosion, 


A notable reforestation project 
was 5 dy the forest service 
some years ago in western Ne 
braska, and a green, growing forest, 
already ylelding some timber, ‘now 
covers thousands of acres of what 
were formerly barren sandhills. The 
area is now the Nebraska National 
forest, 

The forest service has made ex- 
tensive studies of existing wind- 
break plantings in Nebraska and 
Kansas, and has found windbreaks 
effective in reducing surface velocity 


of the wind to a distance at least.

To galn the skill acquired by a 
good carver, the person has to know 
how to cut meat to stress tenderness, 
Also there are certain other knacks 
or tricks, which a good. carver. learns, 
which are appreciated by those who 
are served, although they may not 
realize why their portions seem so 
well suited to their tastes. Points on 
poultry and bers carving are ayes 
today. 


The position of a bird Is, in itself, 
important. The legs should be at the 
right, the neck at the left. The fork 
is thrust through the breast, one 
prong each side of the breast bone.
